Enforce en 
tha playground the moral education by 
a sense of right and honor. 
What will 


you do with those who do not finish 
their education? Most of them go into 
the shop, office or ttore. What are you 
doing for them? How much of a drop 
is it to go from the high school to the 
shop? Do not blame schools if a boy 
does not improve morally Schools are 
a vital part of a city and to get the best 
results emphasize what you want and 
live up to the process. 
Do not give 


the teachers a ceitain standard aud the 
pupils lets. If we are to get modern 
results hold those in charge to the idea 
that what we want is the man to invest 
himself m his country. Teach those in 
our charge to put their foot in the right 
place and let tho other follow and so 
oa until men say that is the best way to 
act, when they coiae from our public 
schools. 


In closing President Tucker said: "It 


is an honor to Portsmouth that so many 
aie present tonight.

The Texas Rangers be'ieved they 


c^uJd settled the little coiitro\er»y who, 
,>;jhla without any aid from the rtat of 
:>.•„' country, and really, Uncle 
Sam 


could get together no more formidable 
body of men than the sun-browned, 
danger-tried heroes of the southwest. 
One bugle blast from the national e??- 
ital could assemble in a twinkling 10,- 
oOO i;rm.fed men, who would truthfully 
term themselves "Texas Rangers," and 
not one of them but whose revolver 
shot would be effective from the ba»-k 
of a galloping mustang at fifty yards, 
while all would reaeut with heated in- 
dignation a question of their ability 10 
"hit the bull's-eye" with a Winchester 
as far as it could be distinguished. Ac- 
customed to sleep in the open air, with, 
thfeirsaddles for pillows and earth'sgar- 
niture for their mattresses, no hardier 
class of men can be found anywhere. 
A tin cup of hastily boiled coffee and a 
hunk of half-roasted beef have formed 
for months at a time their midday 
"banquets." 
They have thrived on 


such fare and could endure unflinch- 
ingly on much less. 
Exposure is com- 


monplace for them. It is. indeed, their 
mode of living. 


At San Antonio is Captain J. S. Mc- 


Neil, as hardy a ranger as ever wore 
buckskin. Captain McNeil is inclined 
to taciturnity, but recently he was per- 
suaded to discuss the possibility of or- 
ganizing a brigade of rangers. 


"I presume that European disciplin- 


arians would laugh at my view's of 
what our 'undrilled* rangers could do. 
But let them think a bit. The tried 
courage of our boys should show that 
there is no danger of them turning tail 
under any circumstances. 
Now, then, 


what is most demoralizing to an army 
If two forces meet and one sees tre- 
mendous havoc wrought on its side, 
while the foe continues to advance 
relatively as strong as before, what is 
the result? Suppose a brigade of Eu- 
ropean cavalry were to be engaged by 
an equal number of rangers. 
In the 


collision the Europeans might seek to 
use their sabers. I warrant you that 
before the two forces got together for 
every European cavalryman's bullet 
that found }ts mark at least two of 
the rangers' guns would have dropped 
their men. So long as they remained 
away from a hand-to-hand scrimmage 
the Texans would continue to increase 
the enemy's minority. Then when they 
got together, the boys who could use 
Bowie knives and guns successfully 
against the lances and tomahawks of 
the Indians could certainly whip the 
cavalry of any European nation with 
ordinary 'sabers and side arms. 


"There are various things that favor 


the ranger. In the first place, his 
horse, the ordinary mustang, is much 
more serviceable for modern fighting 
purposes than the ordinary cavalry 
horse. 
Its thin, wiry legs aid it on the 


plains whe,re a sharp turn frequently 
saves its rider from an onrushing steer 
or enables the cowboy to stop a stam- 
pede. I know of no occupation that 
requires more coolness and endurance 
and the exercise of more quick, good 
Judgment than does that of the cow- 
boy. And there is certainly no indus- 
try that makes better horsemen or 
breeds a class of horses better for their 
use. All the world knows that down 
here, where hunting is as popular a 
juvenile sport as playing tops, we have 
reared generations of marksmen. 
It 


seems to me that even those unfamiliar 
with the resources and capacities of our 
cowboys can understand that 10,000 of 
them, fitted, out as rangers, would -show 
the world a good deal in the way of 
military doings. 


"Taught to fire across the neck of 


a galloping mustnng, with scarcely 
anything but one leg and thigh ex- 
posed, they would puzzle the Spaniards 
sorely, while their own marksmanship 
and courage would certainly gain them 
as many victories against European 
arms as they have already won against 
American foes equally as dangerous as 
the foreigners in the passage at arms."

I 
know of nothing which has been done 
by it, and I know of no purpose on its 
part to violate the law of any State." 


Indianapolis, Ind.. June T.—By a de- 


cision of the Indiana Supreme Court, 
it is possible to meet the conditions 
presented by the organization of trusts 
in this State and to overcome their 
alleged evil effects upon the people re- 
gardless of the failure of the last Leg- 
islature to pass an anti-trust law. In 
the case of two gas companies, organ- 
ized to supply consumers with natural 
gas and which combined to fix prices 
the court holds that they are abusing 
their corporate powers and their fran- 
chises may be declared forfeited. 


Judge Jordan wrote the opinion and 


holds that corporations are authorized 
by the State for the benefit of the peo- 
ple and whenever they enter into com- 
binations to limit the products which 
they make or handle, or fix a price 
which shall be common to both, or in 
any way by combining one with anoth- 
er militate against the interests of the 
people, they are not living up to their 
corporate privileges, but are abusing 
them and may be compelled by law 
to forfeit them.

Cruel Fate of the Egrets. 


Florida is rapidly losing its flock of 


herons. 
The white egret is beirig 


slaughtered into extinction for 
the 


sake of the beautiful white feathers 
on its back, which when plucked and 
placed on a flinty-hearted woman's 
hat, becomes an aigret. The scale on 
which the massacre of these beautiful 
birds is being carried on is almost in- 
credible. An idea of it may be gained 
from the fact that one aigret will fur- 
nish one-sixtb of an ounce of plum- 
age feathers, and yet at a public sale 
in London less than a year ago, more 
than 11,000 ounces of osprey plumes 
were offered for sale. This meant that 
more than 66,000 egrets had been put 
to death for the sake of their plumes, 
that some fair dame might be more 
gayly decorated. The most lamentable 
feature of the slaughter of the beauti- 
ful and innocent birds is that 
the 


feathers grow at the time when the 
egrets are nestling and breeding. The 
best plumes arp taken from the up- 
ward tuft at the back, which is de- 
veloped at the breeding season, though 
feathers are, of course, taken also from 
the wing and breast. They are com- 
mon to both sexes, and it is impossi- 
ble to distinguish between the male 
and the female. An egret is shot, the 
few coveted feathers are torn from its 
back, its body is left to rot on the 
ground and the young ones perish from 
starvation.

No two powers conj- 
oined could hope to effect anything 
against ns by sending an army to this 
country. Franca and Germany conld 
tccomplish little or nothing asainst us 
by means of their armies. They have 
not the neccessary naval bases on cur 
coast, the}- have not the coaling sta- 
tions, they have not the type of ships 
chat must be had to transport a largt- 
army a long distance and attempt mili- 
tary operations on a large scale. 


Three thousand miles of water pro 


tect us from all except one possible 
enemy—Great Britain—who has of late 
shown most unmistakably that she de- 
sires a permanent peace and tbe closes' 
friendship. I am extremely glad to see 
it. Her attitude is all that could be 
desired. I do not believe that there i*. 
nny room for doubt as to the good faith 
of the English. They really wish our 
friendship and are prepared to make 
sacrifices to secure it. It was not al- 
ways so. For a long time England was 
the power which appeared most likely 
to become involved in a war with UP. 
Her conversion to friendship, which 
seems likely to last and grow stronger, 
removes the danger of a fight at close 
quarters with a most formidable enemy 


Foreign armies, therefore, do not 


constitute a danger to this country. 
The possible wars which confront UP 
are naval wars, and in order to wage 
them successfully we need more ships. 
I believe that we should have at least 
twice as many ships as our navy at 
present contairs. 


At the same time we have* greatly ex 


tended our coast line and have under- 
taken the government of large and dis- 
tant territories. 
We have become an 


Asiatic power and cannot evade tho re- 
sponsibilities of such a position. We 
huve great interests in the Pacific ocean 
and must be prepared to cope with any 
who are disposed to deny us our rights 
there. 


To safeguard our interests, to main- 


tain our position, to speak with the 
authority that becomes us, we need 
ships, and still more ships. 
If our 


easy victories over the fleets of a weak 
naval power fill our people with the 
belief that we have now a navy that is 
large enough for all our needs, then 
r.hone v<ctories will have doae us harm 
instead of good. 


The record of our navy in the late 


war can hardly be considered other 
thau wonderful. It certainly made u 
great impression on foreign naval au- 
thorities and caused them to give up 
many false ideas which they had -long 
entertained about us. 
They used to 


say that our navy was without disci 
plihe and was made up of a hodge- 
podge of foreigners who could not be 
depended upon to stand by the Ameri 
can flag in any emergency. 


The battle of Manila, for instance, 


showed the perfection 
of discipline. 


Nelson at the Nile made a bulldog dasb j 
and got to close quarters with the 
6'rench fleet. The scar on the Balti- 
more is the only physical evidence that 
the foe attacked by Dewey carried 
arms. 


The present is a good time to press 


the needs of the navy upon the coun- 
try,

Seven miles to the north and a little 


to the east of the Cheyenne Indian 
agency in Custer County. Mont., is a 
well filled with ice that excites much 
curiosity among the ranchers and cat- 
tlemen of that section. 
Every cowboy 


who visits thts well has much 10 tell 
and invariably advances his own <-x- 
planation. 
Malay ingenious theories 


are given which leud to indicate that 
mankind of all degrees of scientific 
knowledge put forth an effort to find 
the origin of things: however. th«-y 
all agree that the ice forius iu the well 
during the summer and that it actually 
thaws during the winter. 
This appa- 


rent contradiction of the natural laws 
that govern the ou:.-;ide world has car- 
ried the fame of tha 
well for mik-s 


around and people have traveled great 
distances to witness the formation of 
iciccles daring the hot weather of July. 


Several years ago three men pros- 


pecting for silver, mistaking certain 
colors in the rocks, began sinking a 
shaft; at fifteen feet it was disagreeably 
cold; at twenty feet the cold had in- 
creased so rapidly that they were thor- 
oughly frightened. 
They could J«'el 


currents of cold air rushing up from 
the crevices in the rock; they imagined 
they were digging into some myster- 
ious underground 
cavern; they had 


heard just enough of wonderful adven- 
tures of digging into caves and under- 
ground lakes, and being ulone in this 
wilderness where the ver"y stillness per- 
mitted the ears to hear and the mind 
to imagine all manner of grewsome 
powers hid beneath the rock, so thor- 
oughly filled them with the fear of im- 
pending danger that they abandoned 
the work.which has since gained such 
renown. 


In comparatively recent 
geological 


times vast beds of lignite coal were 
formed over the eastern hal£ of Mon- 
tana, extending into western Dakota. 
The burning of these beds of coai was 
the beginning of the bad land forma- 
tion. The fine deposits of clay above 
the coal were burned as. brick 
are 


burned in a kiln and formed tb.e scoria. 
Where the heat was greater and rock 
and sand were present it melted and 
mixed with the coal and coal ash. form- 
Ing large, cinder-like rocks, which are 
sometimes mistaken for lava. As the 
coal burned out from beneath the clay, 
now baked into scoria and melted into 
cinders, it broke into small divisions 
and fell promiscuously down into the 
pits thus formed. 
Volcanic 
ash 
is 


found scattered over the Little Wolf 
Mountains and the eastern portion of 
Montana. It must have drifted with 
the wind from powerful eruptions in 
the Rocky Mountains, as there are no 
indications of any volcanic action in 
the vicinity of the ice well. 


If ice were to be put into the well 


during the winter 
it 
v/ould 
keep 


throughout the summer nearly as well 
as if stored away in 
ordinary ice- 


houses. 
By chance nature has formed 


almost the identical 
conditions that 


man has made use of to preserve ice 
throughout the hot weather. The shaft 
is the cavity in which to store the ace; 
the volcanic ash. filling into the open 
space between the Joosely piled rock, 
eerves the purpose of sawdust in keep- 
ing out the warm draughts of airs. 


During the winter the well is nearly 


filled with snow; enough water from 
the early spring rains finds its way 
through between the rocks to mix with 
the snow and freeze into one solid mass 
of ice. The ice in the well is formed 
by the cold of the winter season, but 
does not begin to form sometimes till 
the winter is half gone. 
In turn, it is 


melted by the heat of the summer, but 
does not begin to melt until the summer 
is half over. 
In the early part of the 


summer it is still freezing in the well 
and during the first half of the winter 
H is still melting. 


The well acts as a refrigerator. 
It 


receives the heat slowly and then gives 
It off just as slowly. If Ihe earth re- 
ceived and gave off heat readily the 
hottest weather would be in June, and 
the coldest in December—iu fact, the 
seasons follow nearly a month behind 
the sun. 
The conditions surrounding 


the ice well cause it to follow the sea- 
sons from six to eight 
weeks later. 


Those visiting the well during the first 
half of the winter find water, and those 
visiting during the early summer find 
It still freezing, even finding small ici- 
cles forming as the water coming from, 
above drips over the rocks-on the sides' 
down near the ice. 


It is a fact that if on a hot day you 


walk rapidly into the cave to where 
the ice is, it feels as though a strong 
current 
of cold air 
were blowing 


against your face. The sensation is so 
decidedly real that it requires careful 
demonstration to prove to the contrary, 
and even then it almost seems as 
though the demonstration has been a 
mistake. It can be easily tested by us- 
ing smoke, or better still, a rather 
heavy colored glass. 
Again, if one 


should stand without the entrance to 
the cave on a very warm day, near 
enough to feel any draught that may be 
ptirring, none can be felt coming from 
the cave. 
If one should stand directly 


above the ice well on a hot, still day, 
even putting the face down to the very 
opening into the well, no upward 
draught of cool air can be felt; but go 
down into the well, and one would 
state positively that there was au up- 
ward draught of extremely cold air.

Not even the huge scorpions and 


deadly spiders which infest East Afri- 
ca along the Mozambique coast are 
dreaded so much as this insect, which 
resembles, in some ways, the American 
tick. 


The matachino, however, is a much 


.more serious proposition. It lives in 
the sand and is so small that it is diffi- 
cult to see with the naked eye. In a 
twinkling it fastens to one's foot, bores 
beneath the skin and hides itself. 


There is an itching feeling, but with 


the other sensations of this sort in a 
hot climate one is likely to overlook 
the matachino bite. In thirty-six hours 
this insect has deposited eggs, which 
hatch almost immediately. You then 
have several hundred matachinos in 
your ankle or foot, and you are in a 
"jolly bad way." as the English resi- 
dent will calmly tell you. 


The streets of Beira are of sand, into 


which your foot sinks up to the ankle. 
Though four big 
steamship lines do 


business there, not a horse or ox can 
be seen. Neither would be of service 
in such roads. All traffic is done with 
little trucks 
run on 
narrow gauge 


tracks and pushed by native Africans. 


Every 
one. therefore, 
must 
wade 


through the sand, fine ladies with pret- 
ty hose and Parisian boots, just as well 
as a naked Zulu, whose feet are often 
so callous as to faze the most vicious 
matachino. 


The matachino is not to be trifled 


with, and you soon learn to squat down 
iu the sand, and 
look at your foot, 


when there is a suspicious biting sen- 
sation. Those who have strong nerves 
carry a sharp knife and cut out the in- 
sect themselves. The Africans do this, 
and it is not an uncommon sight to see 
a boy drop a load of lumber, sit down 
and perform a surgical operation and 
continue his labor. 


As far as I could learn, the mata- 


chino is indigenous only to Northern 
Mozambique, for In Delago bay they 
did not seem to be troubled with it.— 
Philadelphia Inquirer.

In the days of the poet Ausonius the 


Boii of Arcachon were already 
fa- 


mous for their 


"Groves whose rich trees wept odor- 


ous gurns." 
and the fresh forests planted since their 
:ime have given renewed stimulus to 
what might, with proper organization, 
become a very profitable industry. As 
t is, the methods might hardly have 
been changed since the days of the 


auls. 
At any time the reeiner can be seen 


in the forests perched upon his long 
pole, fitted with its little steps, that 
eems at first to be leaning against 
nothing. He rests it partly upon one 
knee, partly on .the pine in which the 
ear is to be made some thirty inches 
long by four in width. At the bottom 
the resin is caught in a Hi tie earthen 
pot, which takes about three weeks to 
become full. It is then emptied into 
buckets and the buckets into vats, the 
contents of which are in turn distrib- 
uted into barrels and carried by mule 
carts to the manufactory. The fore- 
sight and economy employed by the 
French in their development of this 
industry stand in glaring contrast to 
the .improvident waste of present and 
future material in the foresis of Geor- 
gia and Florida. The trees of Arca- 
chon are not scarred until they are 
some twenty-five 
summers old; and 


only three or four cuts are made each 
year which may reach from the bot- 
tom as far as fifteen feet up the trunk. 
For twenty years this process may con- 
tinue, and in some cases for far longer, 
the older trees bulging out to a great 
size and producing timber of a much 
closer grain than those which have 
been but lightly wounded.—Pall Mall 
Magazine.

I broke the brick- 
like object into pieces, when out rolled 
a fish almost a foot long, alive and 
opening its gills as though it had been 
awakened from a ten years' sleep. The 
fish had been packed away in a case 
as deftly as though 
made by some 


skilled worker. 
The inside was as 


smooth as glass and the color of ma- 
hogany, and, so far as I could see, air 
tight; in this the fish had been her- 
metically sealed. 


"The men were now tossing out fish 


every few minutes. 
Some of the cases 


broke as they fell and the fishes soon 
died in the hot sun, but in most cases 
they were kept intact and piled in 
a heap until twenty or more had been 
found. 
They lay at a depth of from 


one to two and a half feet, and it was 
not accidental. 
The fish at the ap- 


proach of the dry season left the sur- 
face 
and 
wriggled 
its 
way down 


through the mud, then, by the aid of 
the mucus on its 
scales, formed a 


smooth, hard case, in which it lay until 
the rain came again. 


"These dry lakes I learned had been 


the cause of reputed miracles. 
People 


had been camping in them possibly 
when the first rain came, and where an 
hour or two before was earth based to 
a brick-like consistence, was now a 
small pond alive wiui fishes. The mo- 
ment the water penetrated to them the 
soil melted away and the fishes worked 
.heir way up through the soft mud. 
When the natives had dug enough fish 
we returned to camp, where they were 
piled up like cordwood. 
When one 


was required for the table the cook 
simply put the case in water 
as he 


would a potatoe, soaked out the fisu, 
and there it was, alive and ready for 
the broiler. 
The fish was a long eel- 


shaped creature with a head like a 
snake and four fine placed as though 
they were legs. 
It was very ?o)J to 


the taste despite the fact that it WPE 
preserved fish. 


"In India I saw another remarkable 


flsL hunt. 
One day -we were walking 


through the jungle when we came upc-n 


crowd of native men, 
woineu and 


children, provided with baskets of "va- 
rious kinds. 
They were walking iap- 


dly and in reply to a question one of the 
men said that there was a great run of 
ish near a little branch of the Boolu 
river, not a mile away, and they were 
;oing for the fishing. 
"We followed the shouting, laugh- 


iug crowd, who soon turned into the 
1'iish and finally came to what was dur- 
ing the rainy season a fairly well filled 
stream, but now rapidly running dry. 
lliey kept down the bank until tlie wa- 
ter grew deeper, all peering carefiuly 
at the muddy banks as though watch- 
ing for something. 
Suddenly a .small 


boy uttered a shout and daslieu into 
the. bush, the others following. 


"On examining the soft mud I could 


distinctly see a singular maze of marks, 
as though something had been dragged 
alcng. 
The shouts of the uativws grew 


louder and louder, Irke the 'i?y:ng of 
hounds on a fresh trail, and v/hVn we 
overtook them they were picking <ip 
little perch-like fishes from>amon-; the 
dry leaves of the forest as you would 
fruit or nuts. The ground was covered 
with them, all moving apparently ui 
oat- direction by a wrigglins motion, 
and their sharp fins. In a word they 
were migrating overland just as a bird 
would, using their fins as fi?et or legs 
and making remarkable tiire for fish. 
I timed several and found t'uit they 
could move a foot in two mlautes, not 
very rapid time, it must be ronfcssdil, 
but still fast for a fish. We passed on 
to where the procession was entering 
the stream, where they at once swam 
away, entirely unaffected by their wiillc 
across countiy. 


"How fishes can live on dry land was 


for a long time a mystery. 
At first 


it was believed that they carried ibout 
with them a supply 
of winter which 


they used as occasion required. Some 
of the fishes had cavities in their gills 
that were supposed to be w.Ucr reser- 
voirs upon which they dnvv in their 
migrations, but it is now known that 
they breathe air entirely and are as 
truly amphibious as a frog. The Afri- 
can and South American 1-mg fishes 
found underground at times; 
breathe 


when out of water by the air bladder, 
which new arts as a lung, its surface 
being covered with blood vessels whie'i 
take up the oxygen. 
When the fish 


return to the water the gills become 
the lungs—a remarkable provision of 
nature."—New York Sun.

Fluid and gas rushed out with 
a noise that could be heard all over the 
rotira. The wound was thoroughly 
cleansed, 
being irrigated with 
hot 


water. It was packed with antiseptic 
gauze then, and it was felt that the 
leg might be saved. Then the doctor 
and his assistant began to hunt for the 
bacillus. 
They found it, and subse- 


quent investigations proved that they 
had caught the right fellow. But the 
next morning the leg was as bad as be- 
fore, and it was decided that nothing 
but amputation could save the man's 
life. The 
operation was performed 


and eventually the man, recovered.

adventurous men to make them face 
any hardship. 
To stand where human 


foot has never before trodden, to come 
with the torch of science into the very 
penetralia of nature, for this men in all 
times have risked all that life held 
dear, and in so doing have rendered in- 
calculable services to their kind. One 
by one. the closed doors 
have been 


flung wide open, tlie secrets have been 
made manifest, and- now at the close 
of the nineteenth century only this one 
remains. 


What should encourage all those who 


hope for great things from antarctic 
researches is the fact that the earliest 
explorers were able to reach such high 
latitudes in small weak, sailing ves- 
sels. 
Weddell's voyage was made in a 


brig the Jane, of 160 tons; and he was 
accompanied by a cutter, the Beaufoy, 
of 65 tons. 
He was totally unequipped 


for conflict with the Ice. unprovided 
with instruments for taking observa- 
tions; he was just a humble sealer 
earning a precarious livelihood. Yet 
he. reached a latitude (74 degrees, 15 
minutes S.) only about 
one hundred 


miles short of that attained by the well- 
found and specially sent expedition un- 
der Ross and Crozier. For both Wed- 
dell and Ross were dependent upon 
the wind entirely for propulsion, and 
consequently dared not risk what even 
a low-power steamship might do with 
impunity. 
Besides this, their inability 


to get swiftly from place to place hin- 
dered them from finding any sheltered 
nook where they might have laid their 
vessels up for the winter in case they 
had wished to do so in order to begin 
their labors as early in the ensuing 
spring as possible.

Sulphur Flies 


An extraordinary insect is described 


by a correspondent of the Scientific 
American "under the above title. The 
name was coined by the employes of 
the Mountain Copper Company, Limit- 
ed, because of the remarkable habits 
of the fly. The company, whose fur- 
naces are about six miles west of Red- 
ding, Col., mine and roast between ten 
and twelve hundred tons of ore a day. 
Iron and copper sulphides are the main 
constituents of the ore, and the sul- 
phur is forced to part from the metals 
by means of heat. To accomplish this 
the ore is brought from the mines a,nd 
piled in great 
heaps upon sufficient 


wood to kindle it. 
The huge heaps-* 


approximately two hundred feet long, 
fourteen feet wide and six feet high-^ 
Ignited burn for about thirty days. -.•• 


When the roasting process is well 


under way clouds of sulphurous fumes 
rise from the heaps, rendering respira- 
tion impossible in their immediate vi- 
cinity. Then may be seen, darting In 
and out of the suffocating vapors, pe- 
culiar gray flies, about the size of a 
horse fly. that apparently live 
and 


breed in the smoking ore. They seem 
to thrive in the densest 
fumes, the 


lower 
portion 
of the 
heaps 
fairly 


swarming with them. 
At night the 


workmen are compelled to cover their 
faces with netting and their hands with 
gloves, to resist their attacks, for their 
bites are 
very poisonous. The flieg 


were unknown until the smelting oper- 
ations began, some years ago.

it must be remembered that poor work 
It. as often the tank of the mistress :is 
of the maid. 
In cases where several 


•ervauts were 
employed 
each 
one 


should have her appropriate work as- 
signed, but with the full understand- 
ing that if needed she Is called upon 
for work outside that which she eon- 
uk-rs I'er own. 
If the mistress of the 


house shows herself ignorant of any of 
the duties belonging thereto, she has 
no reason to look for or expect satis- 
factory service from those in^her em- 
ploy. A firm but kind government, ju- 
dicious rules, requiring implicit obedi- 
ence, give larger promise of faithful 
aud prompt work and far more res- 
pectful service than an ignorant but 
exacting housekeeper can ever expect 
10 find. While demanding prompt at- 
tention to the work to be done, those 
employed should receive such kindness 
and watchful care for tlieir interests 
and comfort as employers would wish 
their children to have if similarly situ- 
ated. 
Make their rooms aa 
pleasant 


and comfortable as possible. 
If the 


arrangements of the house will permit, 
see that those wha have the hot and 
dirty work to do have the means for 
daily or frequent baths, which is as 
much for the employer's comfort as for 
theirs. 
Ample time should be allowed 


them for keeping their clothes in order. 
in making a contract with a girl for 
any position in the family, the mistress 
of the house should very carefully ex- 
plain the rules by which she regulates 
the time auu labors of those she em- 
ploys. 
Give every privilege- that can 


be allowed consistently with the 
du- 


ties to be performed, and for the girl's 
own best interests. 
One 
afternoon 


and e\ening of leisuie. each week is all 
the time that can be spared convenient- 
ly from household duties, and as much 
as the servant can have and attend 
faithfully to her own sewing and keep 
her clothes in repair. All the other 
evenings after the ordinary work is 
over will be needed for this important 
attention to her own garments. To al- 
low the servants more time would be 
apt to lend to idle habits. When two. 
three or more girls are needed iu one 
houso, the question of how much eom- 
pany they can be atlowed at the house 
is important. If one girl has the 
privilege of allowing her friends to 
call when they choose, the others will 
expect the same privilege., and justly. 
This will cause confusion and disorder 
in their regular duties. It should be 
settled that visits cannot be permitted 
rill after the day's important work is 
over, and that by 10 o'clock visitors 
must leave, the kitchen and rango he 
put in order and the girls all in ami 
ready to retire to their needed rest. 
Nor should a kitchen full of visitors lie 
allowed at any time, nor the dining 
room be used for their guests. I do 
not approve the policy winch permits 
the many visitors that naturallly call 
where there are two or three girls to 
be invited or expected to bring their 
meals with them. On the contrary, it 
should be distinctly forbidden. In en- 
gaging heli>. be slow to decide. Seek 
iill the information possible. Be sure 
of substantial, reliable credentials as 
to their worth and honesty: then, this 
once settled, let them see that il is the 
wish of their employer to trust them. 
Locking up closets where the food is 
or putting aside the best pnrt of the 
food from the first table is a good 
recipe for making crafty, dishonest 
servants. — Mary F. Lambert.

Hiisiui-b.s letters to equals or Jo Infer- 


iors in position are ended "yours foiiii- 
J'nllj" or -yours truly," or, when writ- 
ten by an inferior to a superior, "yours 
re.spet-ifully'1 or "yours obediently.'1 
"Yours sincerely" is only used when 
one is on friendly terms with the per- 
son 10 whom one addresses one's self. 


Letters written in the third person 


are never signed, aud the prefix "Mrs." 
or "Miss" is never used before the sig- 
nature except in parenthesis. 
The sig- 


nature of the writer should 
be 
the 


Christian and surname, aud pet names 
should not be usel except to intimate 
friends. 
You may like to sign your- 


self "Kitty Dash" when writing to an 
Intimate friend, but to your tradespeo- 
ple you are "Miss Katlinrine Dash," 
and it would be bad form to use your 
pet name in writing to them. 


Inexperienced writers often fall Into 


the error of lapsing from the third per- 
son to the lir&t in tin* course of a let- 
ter, or vice Versa. 
This is, of course, 


utterlv incorrect, and shows want of 
education or great carelessness on the 
part of the. writer. 


There should be no delay in answer- 


ing business letters. 
Friendly letters 


may be answered at leisure, but busi- 
ness communications require prompt 
attention. 
Delay often causes great 


Inconvenience, and sometimes 
actual 


loss, and It Is seldom necessary, for 
short business letters as a rule are 
quickly written; ~ The receipt of mon- 
ey1, AVhether by check or postal order, 
should-be- acknowledged, If possible, 
by return of post: • 


Business letters, above all, need to 


be clearly written; and special care 
should be taken that the address, date 
and the name of the writer are so legi- 
blj written that they may be read 
at a glance and without the smallest 
difficulty.
